The appeal is given urgency by recent 
developments in the turbulent Middle East 
ern area, Jewish troops have taken control 
of the important port of Haifa in heavy 
fighting, and some 40,000°Arab residents ar 
now being evacuated to British-controlled 
territory nearby. The Jewish mi 
cess, Closely following other victories in 
past few days, has led Arab leaders to admit 
that they had underestimated 
strength.
